-'•THe fact was:also;alluded-to that fhere are people,who feel 
that;imported goods are apt to be better than those made in

outcome of the plan to'liold a "Made in America" exhibit in 
Pittsburg-. 
This enterprise has been'abandoned. The small 


number of entries puzzled'tlie«A);t;Sbeieiy of Pittsburg, under 
whose auspices the exhibit was to have been held, and inves- 
tigation brought out th^facf that many manufacturers do not 
want it'known'to the general public that heir goods arejnade 
in this country. This means-that'.they'are sold largely as im- 
ported goods,,and the manufacturers are enabled by this cle- 
ceptioivto cater to those Americans .who believe that none but 
imported goods are good enough. : 


This will be a revelation to many, and an unpleasant one. 


It "reveals the extent;lp which many j|rnmcans have become 
wedded to a preference'for foreign goods, while at the same 
time they are in many cases using home manufactures without 
knowing it. This is a condition that ought not to exist, and 
the. fact that it does exist would seem to furnish more reason 
frjr-going ahead with the exhibit than for abandoning it.
